Previously the board has

Wilmington firefighters are 
credited with making a “good 
stop” in saving a house on West 
Street Friday evening, 

fhe home of Elizabeth An: 
drews caught fire from a 
motorcycle which had caught 
fire in the driveway. Mrs. An: 
drews’ grandson. ‘*Mack" 
Downs had been working on the 
motorcycle when it caught fire, 
just before 9 p.m. 

Downs alerted his grand- 
mother and called the fire 
department. The call, though, 
was just for a motorcycle fire. 
Lt. Edward Bradbury and two 
other men responded in Engine 
1. As other calls came in for the 
fire, Bradbury called for Engine 
2 with three more men. 

Arriving at the scene, the 
firefighters found a raging fire 
engulfing the carport and porch 
above. The fire had also begun 
spreading into the attic. 

Lacking men and equipment, 
Bradbury had one man start 
with a 1" inch line, cooling 
three Ip gas cylinders on the 
house and trying to check the 
spread of the fire, Meanwhile, 
he had another man set up the 
deck gun, which needed water 
from a hydrant 

With the arrival of Engine 2 
some three minutes after 
Engine 1, a line was laid from 
the hydrant at the corner of 
West Street and Westdale 
Avenue. Opening the hydrant, 


firefighters found that it had 
been hit, and was damaged and 
leaking. However, it did work 
weil enough to meet their needs 

Once the deck gun had a 
supply of water, it took only 40 to 
45 seconds to knock down the 
fire on the porch, Firefighters 
then donned air packs and 
headed for the attic, where the 
extinguished the remaining 
flames.

shall not include any on site- 
inspection of any project or 


program. 
Town Counsel Charles 
Zaroulis said that the open 


meeting law, which was enacted 
in 1975 and has been amended 
several times, does not apply to 
town meetings, Nowhere in that 
law is reference made to town 
meetings, he went on, and he 
doubts that the legislature in- 


tended it to includes town 
meetings when the law was 
enacted. “It would‘=be too 


cumbersome," he said, adding 
that there would be too many 
conflicts within the law if the 
town meetings were included 
The open meeting law specifies 
the conditions under which a 
“governmental body" may go 
into executive session, for 
example, But, Zaroulis asks, 
how would a town meeting go 
into executive session? Since it 
obviously wouldn't have any 
reason to go into executive 
session, he concludes that the 
legislature did not intend for the 
law to include town meetings. Of 
course, he added, a district 
attorney would say otherwise 

And he's right. Assistant 
District Attorney for Middlesex 
County David Linsky said that 
the open meeting law does in- 
clude town meetings, and added, 
“The open meeting law would 
take precedence over any town 
ordinances (such as bylaws) 
that might be in conflict with it.”

But despite all the con- 
troversy, the issue remains as to 
whether or not a reporter or any 
person has the right to tape a 
town meeting. WCAP radio 
reporter Darlene McCarthy, one 
of the reporters who had brought 
a recorder to the town meeting, 
thinks she does have that right 
She and WCAP have written to 
the district attorney's office to 
ask for clarification of the open 
meeting law regarding this 
situation. Linsky said the 
district attorney's office can not 
Tule ona question about the open 
meeting law without receiving a 
written request 
~Evg¢ii if the district attorney's 
see les that a town meeting 
ts not'a “governmental body” as 
specified under the open 
meeting law, the town does not 
have to be stuck with a bylaw 
that may be outdated or con: 
trary to what some people may 
consider to be their basic rights. 
Zaroulis said the bylaw can be 
amended by a majority vote of 
town meeting provided an ar- 
ticle has been submitted for the 
warrant, In order to submit a 
warrant article for the annual 
town meeting, a resident must 
present a clearly worded article 
with the signatures of 10 
residents to the selectmen by the 
set deadline. One hundred 
signatures are necessary to put 
the article on the warrant for a 
special town meeting. 

Town Clerk Liz Carey said she 
thinks the bylaw is both un 


necessary and outdated. The 
bylaw was enacted in 1956, she 
explained, “and things have 


changed since then, We do have 
the open meeting law now, 
which is a state statute. . 1 do 
not object to anyone recording 
the meeting.” 

The issue first came up, she 
said, when Barbara Miller, a 
reporter for WLLH radio, asked 
permission from one of the 
checkers at the door to take her 
tape recorder into the meeting. 
The checker told her, Carey 
said, that she needed to clear it 
with Moderator Bill Hurton 
first. Miller, however, said, she 
was told by the checker that she 
couldn't take her recorder into 
the meeting and left it with the 
checker 
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days a year. 


When she entered the 
meeting, she saw the other 
reporter, Darlene McCarthy 
from WCAP radio, with her tape 
recorder beside her, so she went 
back to the checker to ask why 
she could not take her recorder 
in when the other woman had 
been allowed to. 

At that point, Miller said, the 
checker went to Hurton to ask 
whether the two reporters would 


be allowed to tape. Hurton, 
quoting the bylaw, said, “The 
town bylaw ‘reads that ‘No 
automatic recording device 
shall be used at any Town 
Meeting .or Public Hearing 
without the consent of the 


majority of the voters present 


After consent is given, the 
recorder shall be placed in the 
custody of the Town Clerk and 
transcripts shall be made only 


under the supervision of such 
officer 

AL that point, several voters 
shouted that they wanted the 
meeting to be taped, and Hurton 
was about to take a vote on the 
matter when McCarthy said she 
was not taping the meeting, but 


merely had her tape recorder 
with her. The vote was never 
taken because, Carey said, she 
agreed not to record the 
meeting 

McCarthy's news director at 
WCAP said the tape recorder 
was there not necessarily to tape 
the meeting, but rather for in- 
terviews after the meeting. 
WLLH's Miller said that’s why 
she brought her tape recorder. 
However, both women agreed 
that it would not be unlikely for 
either of them to decide to 
record some portion of the 
meeting as it progressed. 

Whether or not the town bylaw 
has any validity under the state 
open meeting law will be 
decided by the district at- 
torney’s office, but one thing is 
certain, Public hearings held by 
town boards most assuredly fail 
under the jurisdiction of the 
open meeting law, which 
Stipulates that tape recorders 
can be used, Therefore, at least 
the part of the town bylaw that 
refers to tape recorders at 
public hearings, may have to be 
changed.

Tewksbury voters approve

Town meeting voters gave 
their approval last Thursday to 
a rezoning request that creates 
the fourth multiple family 
district (MFD) in Tewksbury. 

The new MFD is 14 acre 
parcel of land on the east side of 
North Street just north of the 
railroad tracks and South of 
Roper Lane. It was rezoned 


from heavy industrial to MFD. 
After a short discussion of the 
article, which drifted back to the 
issue of the town’s limited water 
supply, voters approved the 
change 106 to 17, exceeding the 
necessary two-thirds majority 
by 24 votes. 

The action could bring as 
many as 84 new condominium 


State treasurer releases 
list of unclaimed money 


State Treasurer Robert Q. 
Crane has announced that his 
office is attempting to return 
more than $4 million to 30,000 
Massachusetts residents under 
the state’s unclaimed money 
law 

Treasurer Crane noted that 
this money has been reported to 
the Treasury as unclaimed by 
insurance companies doing 
business within the com- 
mownwealth. Included are 
unpaid Ife insurance benefits, 
unpaid Henefits on health and 
liability \insurance policies, 
pension and customer 
overpaymel! Also, uncashed 
‘State income tax refund checks 
and vendor checks are included 
in the total ° 

Under Massachusetts un- 
claimed money law (M.G.L. ¢ 
200A), accounts which have 
been unclaimed tor at least five 
years are declared abandoned 
and must be reported to the 
Treasury. The Treasury 
Department then tries to locate 
the rightful owner or legal heirs. 

“Many of these accounts 
represent the cash value of term 
life insurance policies which the 
owners to not realize they are 
entitled to claim,” Crane said. 
“My office is making every 
reasonable effort, as we have 
done in prior years, to locate the 
owners or legal heirs to return 


these funds to those who are due 
them.” 

Individual entitlements from 
these unclaimed accounts range 
from $25 to a single account 
worth more than $10,000. Last 
spring Crane released the 
names of 42,000 Massachusetts 
residents who were owned more 
than $17 million, most of these 
resulting from unclaimed 
savings accounts.

But developers 
Robert Sullivan, who is also the 
town’s planning board chair- 
man, and Robert Greenleaf, who 
is also the town's chairman of 
the board of appeals, will have 
to first acquire a special permit 
from the planning board before

Selectman Bill Hallisey ex- 
plained that this piece of land is 
locked between residential 
property and the neighbors had 
indicated they would rather 
have MFDs than factories there. 
Other industria! plants are miles 
from this property, he added 

Hallisey also explained that 
building MFDs would not result 
in large increases in school 
population because most of the 
people whog live in  con- 
dominiums are middie aged 
people who don't want to deal 
with the regular maintenance of 
a home. 

One woman wanted to know 
why the selectmen would like to 
allow the construction of more 
homes in light of the town's 
current water problem. 

“Tt would be a drastic mistake 
to stifle the growth in town. 
That's not the way to solve the 
water problem,” Selectman 
Tom Girard replied. 

A man asked why all con- 
struction had not ceased until 
the water situation was 
resolved, He suggested it was 
because “the builders in this 
town have more influence with 
the selectmen than the people 
do." 

Someone asked who would 
want to buy a home near a 
railroad track, She suggested 
that the zoning be changed from 
heavy industrial to light in- 
dustrial. No action was taken on 
this proposal, however. 

Other MFD zones in town are 
located on Main Street near 
John’s Fruit Stand, on 
Shawsheen Street across from 
Lowe Street and on North Street

Dear Larz: 

One parent's thoughts on 
selecting a high school prin- 
cipal: 

I attended the interviews and 

» school committee meetings, 
or the ‘choice of a high school 
principal. I believe I am now 
beginning to understand what 
has happened, and what 1 
believe should take place. 

I am sending a rather lengthy 
version of my thoughts to the 
school committee. I would like 
to share a brief version with my 
fellow townspeople. 

Four main points: 

1, We must recognize this is a 
decision which must not be 
made by the heart, but by the 
mind, Education of our children 
must take priority over any 
other consideration, 

2. In order to be effective, the 

school committee must realize 
that its primary function is as a 
policy making board, and a 
safeguard only. This is a factor 
that applies now, and in the 
future, for a temporary as well 
s for a permanent choice. 
3. All six candidates may be 
qualified, yet may not be equal 
on paper or otherwise. The 
reasons for the choices by the 
superintendent must be 
thoroughly analyzed and un- 
derstood. They should be solely 
for the position of quality 
education for our children, No 
other factors should be used. 

4. We must forego our in- 
dividual bias. We must assist in 
arriving at a choice. We must 
not attempt to force this choice 
toward our individual desires. 
We must all support the final 
choice, with all the enthusiasm 
of which we are capable. 

We are all concerned that 
children attend school not just to 
memorize, but rather to learn to 
reason in a logical manner, 

We all want the children to 
have respect for themselves. We 
want them to show respect for 
parents, for teachers and 
principals, for the superin- 
tendent and other town officials. 
We can best teach this by 
example. 

To show anger and bias is not 
the way we want our children to 
act. It is counter productive to 
making logically sound 
decisons. Decisions can be made 
only after knowing all the facts 
in detail, 

The influence that my wife 
and I will have, on whether our 
children are to attend 
Wilmington High Schoo! will be 
based more on the way the new 
principal is supported by the 
people, than by the choice itself.

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Ralph Josselyn still printing with mova 


Printing with movable type is 
going out of fashion. There are a 
few people who print in that old 
fashioned way as a hobby, and 
there are even fewer who still do 
it as a matter .of business 

Itis called “flat bed printing.” 
Invented by Johann Gutenberg, 
in Germany about 1444, it was a 
style of printing’ which 
revolutionized the world 

Prior to that advancement, 
monks and nuns laboriously 
copied manuscripts by hand in 
church offices. The work was 
sometimes beautiful, but always 
slow 

Gutenberg changed all that 
His type would be used over and 
over, and moved around into 
forms and then locked in place, 
while the message, or book, or 
whatever was printed 

Printing with movable type 


became an art which was a 
forerunner to many types of 
business, newspapers for in 


stance, Generations of people 
owned a press, and would print 
calling cards, or calendars, or 
bills for other business firms 

Today they are nearly all 
gone 

Offset printing in which no 
movable type is used is still the 
fashion ‘today. Very few 
movable type newspapers are 
still in existence in the United 
States, Small printing establish 
ments have been replaced with 
tranchised shops, equipped with 
a camera and an offset press 

One man who is still printing 


in that old fashioned way, and 
still making a living at it, is 
Ralph Josselyn of South 
Tewksbury. The 78 year old has 
a shop in back of his home filled 
to near overflowing with presses 
and fonts of type 

Ralph is a man of con- 
siderable experience. With a 
twinkle in his eye, he will tell 
ou that Benjamin Franklin was 
a printer, and that is how he got 
his education. The printing 
press for many people, 
“the poor man’s college,” Ralph 
will tell his visitor. 

It was back in 1920, while he 
was attending Whitmat High 
School that Ralph Josselyn 
bought his first press, a small 
hand press. In 1921 he started to 
learn the business. 

Printing was, one can say, in 
his blood. His aunt, Gertrude 
McCalley, had a_ printing 
business in South Weymouth. 
She had inherited it from her 
first husband, Mason Easter- 
brook, a Civil War veteran. Her 
second husband worked for The 
Boston Globe, and in addition 


ran the shop in South 
Weymouth : 
By the time 1924 rolled around 


Ralph became a_ printing 
teacher on Thompson's Island in 
Boston Harbor. Thompson's 
Island was a school for boys and 
young men who had. personal 
problems. It wasn't exactly an 
elite school, but many young 
men graduated from that school 
and became first quality 
business men

Ralph taught printing in that 
school for 11 years. Then he got 
a job as a printer in the 
Hingham Journal 

The Hingham Journal was, as 
was every other paper at that 
time, a “letter bed’ press 
newspaper. It had linotypes, to 
set type, but it also had a lot of 
type set by hand, and at that 
Ralph Josselyn excelled. Ralph 
could get two inches of type in a 
newspaper column in 10 
minutes 

To set that type, with movable 
ty alled for the use of a 
‘stick,’ a form that held the 
type in place. A printer picked 
the individual letters out of a 
case, called a ‘California 
Case." Every letter had its 
place, and printers picked up 
type with the same skill, or 
better, than a typist has in 
typing a letter 

Ralph worked at the Hingham 
Journal for some time. He likes 
torecall the press that was used. 
It was made in 1892. There is 
only one other like it in the 
country today. The press that 
was in the Hingham Journal is 
now owned by the Lowell 
Printing Museum 

Ralph worked for nine years 
on the Arlington Advocate, when 
that paper, too, was “letter bed 
press."’ Then he put in two years 
at the Boston Globe 

Back about 1948 Ralph and 
Mrs. Josselyn moved to 
Tewksbury, and he started a 
shop in the garage, part time. 
That was the beginning of what

Tewksbury developer requests 
hearing for cluster development 


Engineer Richard Cuoco, 
representing developer John V 
Sullivan, visited the planning 
board of Tewksbury on July 19 
and asked the board to set up a 
required public hearing for a 
proposed “cluster” type housing 
subdivision off Pike Street 

That hearing will address 
whether the board should issue a 
required special permit to allow 
a “cluster” type of development 
as opposed to the traditional one 
acre house lot subdivision 

The developer may also be 
required to have the customary 
public hearing for a subdivision 
of land. Other developers who 
have built “cluster” type sub- 
divisions had asked that both the 
hearing for the speical permit 
and the hearing for the sub- 
division be held at the same 
ume. 

The proposed development 
would be on property on the west 
side of Pike Street owned by 
Jonn V. Sullivan. The road 
would start at the top of a hill 
and go behind four homes. The 
road will rejoin Pike Street at a 
place where there are no homes. 

In addition to asking for the 

cluster" hearing, Couco said 
he will need information on what 
type of water retention area can 
be designed for the subdivision. 
A retention area holds rain 
water until it can flow through 
drainage pipes at a slowed down 
pace. The idea behind a 
retention area is to collect rain 
water in an effort to prevent 
large amounts of water from 
leaving the site during rain 
storms 


There was a lot of discussion 
on the subject, but no real 
agreement. And Couco will 
return for more discussions on 
the subject 

Members of the planning 
board know the site and some 
described it as a place “from 
which the water pours when it 
rains.” Planner Joseph Doherty 
warned that “there are a lot of 
problems with water up there."” 

Chairman Bob Sullivan 
suggested that the public 
hearings be postponed until 
after town engineer Bill Burris 
has completed plans for 
proposed enhancements to the 
town’s drainage system in the 
area. Sullivan said those plans 
should be available at any public 
hearing on the land 

The public hearing will allow 
neighbors of the area to view the 

cluster’ plan and make 
comments on it 

According to zoning bylaws, 
the house lots of a “‘cluster”” type 
subdivision do not have to 
contain the full acre of land 
required under traditional 
subdivisions in town as long as 
the developer can prove that the 
number of lots in the “cluster” 
does not exceed the number of 
lots a full acre plan would yield 

Among other things, the 

cluster’’ type subdivision 
requires that the total land area 
be at least 12 acres and that no 
more than 30 percent of the 
undeveloped land be considered 
a wetland. 

The undeveloped land in a 

cluster” type subdivision must 
be used as recreational, con 
servation, or park land

curveball 


There is absolutely no reason 
why an 11-year-old Little League 
pitcher should throw a cur- 
veball. There is no need. It is to 
no one’s advantage. It even 
borders on being ridiculous. But 
the vast majority of the Little 
League All-Star pitchers I saw 
over the past several weeks did 
throw the curve. One little guy 
from Billerica was even tossing 
sliders up to the plate. Why ? 
Because it was tournament 
time. Time to win at the cost of 
permanently wrecking a 
youngster's arm, Ridiculous. 

There was at least one tourney 
team that I saw choosing to ‘get 
by’ with pitchers simply 
throwing hard to spots and 
sticking in the occassional well 
placed change-up. Changing 
speeds is fine. Altering a Little 
League pitcher's grip on the 
baseball, thus creating a curve 
or a slider, is not recommend 
even by the majority of 
professional baseball people. 

But don’t attempt to tell most 
Little or Senior League coache: 
that throwing curves from what 
is already an unnatural (pit 
ching) ‘body motion is 
damaging. They must not 
adhere to that philosophy, 
because too many youth 
baseball —_ youngste' are 
throwing curveballs today 

All the arguments against the 
curve have been spewed forth 
before. Even big leaguers face 
damage throwing curves and 
sliders, beca those are the 
two pitches (especially sliders) 
that put the most strain an any 
arm, Think what throwing those 
pitches at 11 or 12, when an arm 
is still in the developmental 
stages, means. As little as a 
tournament championship. 

Sure Tewksbury National's 
Dave Boudreau (11 years old) 
was superb in the tournament, 
throwing a curveball that he was 
taught late in the regular 
season. But what if the kid wants 
to keep pitching into his late 
teens -and-earty twenties and 
can't because he was throwing a 
curve at age 11 7 Sure, he may 
want to piteh, It will be a 
question of whether his arm can 
still face up to the task 

What it all boils down to is a 
question of priorities and 
philosophies. That team that 
*got by’ and won the District 14 
Little League championship 
defeating Tewksbury National 
in the title game) was Lowell 
Highland, coached by Dennis 
Richards, who has played 
baseball and softball in various 
area leagues 


The Highland pitchers, all 
very strong young men, threw 
hard to spots, using the oc- 
casional change-up. Richards 
had a very interesting quote in a 
local newspaper. “We have a 
different philosophy in the 
Highland league. We don't throw 
curveballs. You will see some 
kids throwing them in tourney 
play. Wey believe in throwing 
fastballs and change-ups to 
locations. We feel that throwing 
curveballs will hurt the kid's 
arm 

‘The only reason to have a kid 
tossing up curveballs 1s that the 
majority of Little League hitters 
can't adjust to the pitch over the 
short span of a few tournament 
games. Thus, a possible ad- 
vantage and a shot at a cham- 
pionship. 

With Lowell Highland winning 
with its’ particular pitching 
philosophy, one hopes that all 
this junk will stop. But I doubt it.

Nick and Lionel Jackson are 
engaged in another real estate 
deviopment. This one is dif- 
ferent from those in which the 
Jackson Brothers were involved 
for over 20 years. Almost 
everyone remembers the slogan 
they had about Jackson homes 
and how the firm would buy a 
number of acres of land, put in 
streets, and build and sell new 
homes. 

This time the brothers are re- 
assembling land from an old 
subdivision. They have, over a 
number of years, been pur- 
chasing land between Nichols 
Street in Wilmington and the 
Tewksbury line. They own 
enough land, made up of bits and 
pieces, to have six or seven 
houselots along what was, many 
years ago, Fourth Street. It has 
been a slow process. 

Back tn 1908 real estate 
speculators bought portions of 
the old Brown Farm, in both 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. 


The Brown Farm dates back to 
before 1730, before there was a 
Wilmington or a Tewksbury. At 
that time it consisted of 300 
acres of land, all in Billerica. 
The farmhouse was near the 
Shawsheen River at the end of 
Brown Street in what is now 
Tewksbury. 

The ‘incorporaiton of 
Wilmington and of Tewksbury in 
the 1730s cut the farm into three 
parts, one in Tewksbury, one in 
Wilmington and the third one in 
Billerica. 

‘The speculators bought land in 
Tewksbury and in Wilmington of 
the old farm. They called the 
land in Wilmington Oakland 
Park C. The land in Tewksbury 
became Oakland Park D. 

Both portions are today a 
mess, They were cut into small 
houselots and sold to the first 
comer, No homes were* built, 
except along Brown Street in 
Tewksbury and Nichols Street in 
Wilmington. The “backland”’

and the West, playing 
in the rodeos and 
making recordings 
There are still many 
people who remember 
Slim Clark from his 
early days in 
Springfield. But those 
who were too young to 
remember were 
surprised and pleased 
last year with his 
authentic style and 
virtuosic yodeling.

SHAKER SONGS 

The Meeting House 
at Shaker Village in 
Canterbury, New 
Hampshire will be the 
setting for the August 6 
performance of Shaker 
songs, featuring well- 
known soloist, Ann 
Sturm. Mrs. Sturm's 
concert will begin at 2 
p.m. and will be 
followed by a recital of 
Shaker sayings by 
Charles (Bud) 
Thompson, eminent 
authority on the 
Canterbury Shakers. 

Mrs. Sturm, 
currently a law 
student at the 
University of Virginia, 
is the author of a 
songbook of Shaker 
music and has made 
several recordings of 
Shaker songs which 
she arranged. She has 
a repetoire of 30-40 
which she performed 
at the Pleasant Hill 
(KY) Shaker Music 
Festival in 1980, and 
has performed choral 
music with the 
Lexington Singers and 
the Cappella Antiqua 
Frankfort. 

Her visit to New 
Hampshire highlights 
the annual Mother Ann 
Day Celebration at 
Shaker Village, 
commemorating the 
arrival from Man- 
chester, England, in 
1774 of Ann Lee, the 
founder of the Shaker 
movement. Until her 
death 10 years later, 
her missionary ac-

and 2 in New York.

The recently-published 
“Human Service Yellow Pages of 
Greater Boston’ fills a long- 
existing need for a com- 
prehensive directory of both 
public and private human service 
providers in this area.

Life underneath your beach towel

WASHINGTON — It’s a hot 
summer day, and you're over- 


joyed at the chance to go to the 
seashore. You spread your beach 
towel on the sand, lie down, and 
close your eyes, marveling at the 
peace and quiet, the absence of 
any sort of activity for miles 
around. 

If you only knew what was 
going on just an inch or two 
beneath your prone, sun- 
drenched body! 

Down there, barely beneath the 
top layer of sand, a flurry of ever 
changing, ever-moving animal 
life is living, breathing, eating, 
multiplying, and dying at a 
fearsome rate, perhaps 
burrowing deeper as the tide 
comes in, perhaps climbing 
nearer the surface as it recedes, 
fulfilling some et-unknown 
role in the great cosmos. 

And there you are, 
beneath the sun. 

Truly Inner Space 

All that animal life is contained 
in and among the grains of sand in 
what are known as interstitial 
spaces. Scientists agree that in 
any given volume of sand about 80 
percent is taken up by the sand 
itself. The other 20 percent con 
s of space that is filled by 
water and minute animal life.

by scooping up a handful of sand 
on any beach

Tietjen concedes that it is hard 
for most humans to understand 
how complex life is for these tiny 
animals 

“I tell people to pretend they 
are shrinking down to 
an inch or so tall," 
“There you are in these sand 
grains, which may be 10 times as 
tall as you are, some of them of 
boulder size, with different sizes, 
different shapes. And you've got 
to slide around in between these 
grains, feeding on bacteria or 
algae, or feeding on other 
animals, and in turn being fed 
upon by slightly larger animals." 

The tiny animals require 
oxygen for life, so they “breathe" 
it from the water down in the 
sand. Most are small enough that 
they absorb the oxygen directly 
through their body walls and into 
their tissues, Hope says. Larger 
ones have developed circulatory 
systems. 

To help them get around, and to 
survive in a difficult environment 
in which water is always washing 
up, down, in, and around the sand 
grains, they have developed a 
number of defense mechanisms. 

“Some have elaborate adhesive 


that the tiny creatures are part of 
a giant food chain, feeding on the 
detritus of decaying organic 
material and in turn being eaten 
by slightly larger creatures, like 
the mole crab or larger worms. 
And they speculate that the little 
animals help bacteria break down 


organic material more quickly 
But this 


too, is speculation at this 
sts aren't sure. 

Zinn recalls that scientists used 
to think that sandy beaches were 
biological deserts. Now that 
opinion has changed. “Nature 


abhors a vacuum and, believe 
me, this is no vacuum," he say 
With all this activity below you 
on the beach, it should come 
some comfort to know that 
mankind can't hurt the in- 
terstitial life much, 
through pollution, The:

“People have more to worry 
about from too much sun, or 
sharks, or jellyfish; or getting

A Finnish success story in shadow of the Soviet bear 


The West may speak of ‘Finlandization,’ but 
this idyllic land of lakes has turned 
proximity to Soviets into trade bonanza

Quickly now — what country has so 
many lakes that there's one for every eight 
people. covers more area than the United 
Kingdom or Italy, earns more per head than 
the Japanese or the British . . . yet contains 
fewer than 5 million people?” 

Here's a hint: It trades so energetically 
with a néarby superpower that only the 
much bigger West Germany manages to do 
better. 

The answer is one of the best-kept secrets 
of the Western world. It is idyllic yet sur 
prisingly active and often misunderstood 
Finland 

Too often Finland's taciturn. close-to-na 
ture, sauna-loving 4.8 million people seem 
remote, on the distant edge of Scandinavia 
semi-obscured by the huge shadow of the 
bear next door 

The Finns’ foreign policy is often re 
garded by Westerners as subservient to the 
Soviets. The disparaging word for it is 

Finlandization 

Finns are seen by outsiders as stolid indi 
vidualists who spend most of the year skiing 
or consuming disconcerting amounts of al 
cohol in their long, cold winters and brief 
but beautiful summers 

Yet this relatively young Nordic outpost 
is much more than 60,000 lakes scattered 
over 130,115 square miles (the UK: 94,208) 
known abroad only for its major composer 
(Jean Sibelius), several designers (the 
Saarinen brothers in architecture, Alva 
Aalto in industrial design), and a compact 
attractive capital city useful for East-West
